Calling Upon Alberta Government to Make Mandate 
of People on Recent Referendum Effective in Amend- 
ing Liquor Laws And in Correcting Medical Prescrip- 
tion Abuses

Dry Majority Over 17,000 

In his report, Rev. A. C. Bryan of 
social service branch, stated that up 
to the’ present, returns from the refor- 
endum showed that a dry majority of 
17,786 had been registered and there 
were yet 195 polling places to hear 
from. The wet vote had been 35,560 
and the dry vote 63,566. These fig- 
ures did not include the country dis- 
tricts of east or west Edmonton and 
part of Red Deer division. 

The test for the temperance people 
this year, he said, was four times 
stronger than it was five years ago. 
Then tt was the clear-cut issue of 
“banish the bar.”’ This year the ques- 
tion of total deprivation of liquor for 
beverage purposes had led many mod- 
erate drinkers, who five years ago 
voted dry, to vote wet this year. He

Believing that the clear will of the 
people cf the province had been ex- 
pressed in the recent referendum on 
th importation of liquor, the Pres- 
byterian synod of Alberta at its meet- 
ing Thursday evening emphatically 
declared that the government legis- 
lation on the question and not take 
heed to the “government control” 
agitation that is now being made by 
the moderationists; that abuses such 
as the writing of medical prescrip- 
tions should be corrected and that 
the Presbyterian people of the prov- 
ince should be vigilant to take such 
measures as will defeat plans being 
made to subvert present prohibition 
legislation. A strong resolution tre- 
ing enforcement of present law on the 
lHquor question as against any syetem 
ot government control by vendors or 
dispensaries was passed and will be 
forwarded to the provincial govern- 
ment as follows: 

“Whereas the General Assembly of 
the Presbyterian church in Canada 
has repeatedly and unanimously pro- 
nounced in favor of the total prohibi- 
tion of the manufacture, importation 
and gale of alcoholic liquors for bev- 
erage purposes, and has laid it upon 
its people to do all in their power to 
jend the drink traffic:

President-Elect Declares For In- 
ternational Association in 
Marion Speech 


VICTORY CLEAR CUT 


Virtually Complete Returns Give 
Harding Over Four Hundred 
Electofalg Votes 


MARION, Ohio, Nov. 4.—Mak- 
ing his first speech as president 
elect, Warren G. Harding declared 
at an election celebrat'on of home 
folks here tonight that the Ver- 
sailles league of nation was now 
“deceased” although the new ad- 
min'stration intended to sec that 
the nation played its part in a new 
international assoctation, founded 
on pesce and justice. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 4.—An almoet 
record-smashing electoral vote for 
Senator Harding topping the 400 mark 
and Republican majorities of more 
than a score in the eenate and 150 I[n 
the house were assured from virtu- 
ally complete returns tonight from 
Tuesday's elections.

berta Teachers’ Association 
day afternoon, These thousands of 
people, he said, should be able at 
least, to read and ‘write, and the only 
A€cect avenue through which thie 
Great number can be reached is 
through night schools for aduks in 
the rural commnuities, 

The other speakers were Prof. 
Malcolm Wallace, of the University of 
Toronto, who gave an address. on: 
“The Teaching Profession”, and J. W. 
Barnett, provincial organizer of the 
Alberta teachers’ alliance, who brief- 
ly outlined the progress of the teach- 
ers’ alliance in the province. 

In outiining the ‘work of night 
classes for adults, Mr. Morgan said 
thet the Department of Education 
were very anxious to enlist the aid of 
the teachers who had charge of rural 
schools in those conmunities where 
there were foreigners who could be 
induced to take advantage of them, 
and advised any teachers who felt able 

to nudertake sich work to immediate- 
= ly start to organize night classes for 
yadults. Assuring them they would be 
amgsisted in every possible way. If the 
school board were not willing to bear 
the necesary expenses enta'led, a fee 
might be charged, and the department 
would be glad to pay on half of the 
expense up to $100 per month. 

The effects of night classes for 
adults, he pointed’ out, had a very 
beneficial effect on the day classes. 
The children following the example of 
their parents become more interested 
and take their school work more-seri- 


ous.

On the other hand, he potnted out, 
if one was suited to the work by 
nature, and could make it their life 
work, confident that they were per- 


forming a réal mission, it was a pro- | 


fession that could be teally enjoyed. 
Dangers to Teachers 

There ‘were dangers, however, to 
which a teacher was subjected. Con- 
stant association with yonuger people 
put the teacher in a position where 
he or she held a place that ‘was more 
or leas that of an oracle. Opinions or 
decisions were rarely, if ever, chal- 
lenged and criticism was never utter- 
ed. This had the effect of giving the 
teachere a greater catimate of their 
own opinions in @ great many cases 
than they really twere worth, and 
should be guarded against 

A second danger, he said, was to 
become mechanical. After teaching 
for two or three years, a teacher 
reached that stage where it was pos- 
sible to meet classes with practically 
no preparation. Such a teacher mwas 
decaying. To do really good work, 
regardless of how young the students 
were, preparation was necessary. 

Every person should be a student, 
and nuless some time is given to study 
it is impossible to keep from hack- 
sliding. The commonest form of 
indulgence was to vegetate. People 
may think for a few minutes end then 
imediately relapse into a vegetable 


state, 
¢ Progress of Alliance 

W. T. Barnett, provincial’ organizer 
for the Alberta teachers’ alliance, in 
speaking of the progress of that or- 
ganization, outlined the work that it 
has already been able to accomplish, 
and ‘pointed out’ that it was neces- 
sary for everyone Who was engaged 
in teaching in any capacity to lend 
their aid to the organization in order 
to make its effectiveness greater. 

‘A view commonly held, he eaid, was 
that the teachers’ alliance was merely 
an organization to toost salaries, 
This was not the case, although, he 
pointed out, if it haq been, its or- 
wanization for this end alone would 
have (been a good move. Its anne, 
hotwever, were to elevaie the Profes- 
sion as a whole, and any advances that 
have fbeen made toward establishing 
a higher wage were toward that end. 
It is a fraterna} organization, and the 
code of honor was far more important 
than the cheque at tthe end of the 
month, 

That the alliance had been success- 
ful in raising the salaries of the 
teachers was fully demonstrated by 
the fact that of threes hundred appli- 
cations for schools, ithe average sal- 
ary asked for was from two to three 
hundred dollars higher than formerly. 
ben alliance, he pointed out, was a 
strong organization as is shown by the 
faat that they had never lost a single 
case, but as an organiaztion it re- 
epected the desires of the school board 
and through ite work the school 


boards were given better service than 
ever before. Teachers who belonged 
to the alliance were required to ad- 
here to certain rules which were for

‘taught by dangerous men,” “The ex- 
treme Farmers free trade party,” etc, 
Mr Crprar quoted excerpts from the 
Canaiiian Press reports of Mr.

Reciprocity Proposals 

With reference to the result of the 
United States election, Mr. Crerar 
stated that he ‘would like to be in- 
formed of the policy of the present 
government, should ithe reciprocity’ 
proposals be revived as was again in 
the realm of practical politics with 
the return of a republican adminis- 
tration in the United States. 

As to the tariff Mr. Crerar urged 
more attention to the development 
of the basic industries, rather than 
artificial stimulation for industries 
asking protection. The tariff com- 
mission had gathered a mass of con- 
tradictory evidence, and the speaker 
advocated that any industry needing 


| protection should, place its claims in 


the open before a committee of ‘the 
house of commons. He instanced 
Great Britain’s recovery after the war 
as an instance of what free trade 
had done, as compared with such 
protectionist countries as Germaay, 
France and Italy. 
What is Adequate Protection? 

Mr, Meighen had spoke of a meas- 
ure of adequate protection, gaid Mr. 
Crerar, The question arose as to what 
was adequate protection. Cream sep- 
arators had always been free in Can- 
ada, and yet the industry had thrived 
and Canadian separators were com- 
peting in the markets of the world. 
Plows and pumps were easier to make 
yet had to ‘be protected. Canadian 
trade commissioners were sent all! 
over the world to drum up husiness 
for Canadian induétry, yet, imports 
which would pay for exports were 
checked by customs duties 

The natural resources. should not 
only be returned to the rairie prov- 
inces, stated Mr. Crerar, but the west 
should be compensated for the re- 
already used. The east 
claimed an equity in the western lands 
mines, and forests. He repudiated 
this Iclaim of the east. The .re- 
sources should be handed over and if 
the east had any real claim for com- 
pensation it could get it in the prop- 
er manner, by carrying the claim 
een the courts to be properly deait

Mr. Crerar stated that he would like 
to hear the prime minister before he 
returned to Ottawwu, give the west a 
pronouncement on this matter.

The coal miners in Britain, as 
elsewhere, hold control over a 
‘key industry.’’

The manner in which Attormey General 
fipeiton “fair rental” law would apply in 
the limiting of rental increases wauld be 
briefiy tris: Unedr tho law what wauid be 
known as a “standard rent” would be de- 
termined, and the landlard would be pro- 
| hibited from MA Sed any increase in 
,excess of a certain percen e on this 
|} standard rent. The dtandard’ rent ig to 
| be the rent at which the house was let on 
ja date to be named in the act, and the 
| percentage of increase on this standard 
rent which the landlord may recover is 
also to be named. ‘ 

The tenant desiring to avail himself of 
the provisions of the act is entitled to se- 
cure from the landlord a statement setting 
out the standard rent. If the landlord at. 
empts to overcharge him he can make 
application to county court for redress, 
The bill states that increases over the per- 
centage on the standard rent to be named 
shall not be recoverable, “notwithstanding 
aby agreement tu the cobirary heretofore 
or hereafter made.’ 

Such legislation, if it passes the Legis- 
lature, will be a radical interference with 
private business. Whether such interfer- 
ence is justified or not it ts difficult to 
say. Certainly there seems to be need in 
some cases for protection for the tenant. 
With houses as scarce as they are, the 
tenant is often forced to pay whatever 
the landlord asks, because he must have 
a shelter for ris family. But will there be 
any attempt to equalize rentals as between 
old and new houses? Wrat may be a very 
high rental in comparisor with other 
rentals may not be exorbitant in relation 
to the cost of the house. It may cost 
$8,000 to build a honse today as good as 
one that was built for $4,000 at the time 
of normal! prices. The owner of the $4,00 
house may be making large profit if be 
gets as much rent as the owner of the new 
$8,000, but his house 1s worth as much as 
the other. Where is the line to be drawn? 
Mr. Raney probably realizes that there 
are difficult aspects to any such plans 
he has drafted, not least of which is that 
it may act as a deterrent to investment in 
housing property at ua when the 
shortage of rentable houses is growing 
dangerously acute. The discussion that

Defer Action in Provincial Field 
But Oensure the Martin 
Government 


Prince Albert, Gask., Nov. 4-——A pro- 
tracted discussion as to. whether Grain 
Growers association of Saskatchewan 
jshould enter the political field in 
that province, was iprecipitated when 
the convention of District 12 met to- 
cay. An adjournment wag taken at 
i1:30, to meet and welcome the Hon. 
T. A. Crerar ata luncheon at the 
Avenue hotel 

In the discussion on the resoiution 
for entry .fito provincial politics, there 
appeared to be a good deal of d.fter- 
ence of cpinion though thy sent’ ment 
seemed to be about evenly divided. A 
number of the delegates argued ttat 
they could not maintain an attitude 
of independence if they appeared to 
favor one political party by remai'.'ng 
out of the province where that party 
was in power. 

Against Local Action 

J. B. Musselman, the general 6ec- 
retary, made a vigorous speech 
against the proposa] of entering the 
provincial field. He pointed out that 
the provincial issues were now sep- 
jarate and distinct from federal ones, 
| Premier Martin, having divorced him- 
|self from activities im the federal 
arena. Mr. Musselman eaid that any 
jattempt to enter the provincial field 
in Saskatchewan at tho present time 
would only split the association if 
there was no rallying issue in provin- 
jcial politics at present. He suggested 
that the resolution be dropped.
